No  wonder  Tony  Blair  breathed 
a  huge  sigh  of  relief  when  the 
tragic  events  in  America  on 
September  11th  brought  him 
scuttling  back  to  London  and 
saved  him  from  an  embarrass¬ 
ing  afternoon  at  the  TUC  Con¬ 
ference  in  Brighton. 

For  the  second  year  running, 
the  leader  of  New  Labour  avoided 
the  wrath  of  union  delegates  (last 


year  it  was  because  of  the  fuel 
crisis)  and  escaped  from  hearing 
some  home  truths  about  how  his 
party  has  deserted  Britain’s  work¬ 
ers. 

But  being  out  of  favour  with 
the  unions  doesn’t  bother  New 


Labour  now.  The  £6  million  do¬ 
nated  annually  to  the  party  by  the 
TUC  is  dwarfed  by  the  donations 
given  by  Labour’s  new  friends  - 
global  big  business.  New  Labour 
doesn’t  need  the  TUC  anymore, 
so  they  don’t  have  to  pretend  to 
care  about  the  British  worker.

The  Government  has  admitted 
that  their  numbers  total  in  excess 
of  1  million  which,  if  included  in 
the  ONS  figures,  would  further 
increase  the  ethnic  minority  share 
of  the  population. 

For  Oldham’s  white  residents 
this  makes  further  grim  reading. 


Already  feeling  under  siege,  they 
face  seeing  the  ethnic  minority 
population  doubled  over  the  next 
ten  years,  increasing  tensions  and 
putting  pressure  on  the  living 
space  available. 

While  Oldham  Council  contin¬ 
ues  to  discriminate  in  favour  of 
the  town’s  minorities  the  attrac¬ 
tion  of  living,  staying  or  moving 
to  Oldham  remains  as  strong  as 
ever  amongst  blacks  and  Asians.

NEW  Labour,  in  1997,  prom¬ 
ised  to  safeguard  the  future 
of  school  playing  fields.  David 
Blunkett,  then  Education  Sec¬ 
retary,  promised  “I  will  en¬ 
sure  those  playing  fields  which 
schools  and  local  communities 
need  are  not  sold  in  the  fu¬ 
ture.” 

In  a  speech  in  December  1999 
Tony  Blair  confirmed  Labour’s 
pledge,  promising  to  end  the 
Tory  policy  of  forcing  schools 
to  sell  off  their  playing  fields.  But 
it’s  all  proved  to  be  just  more 
empty  words.  Department  of 
Education  figures,  revealed  in 
September,  showed  that  over 
the  last  three  years  just  3.5%  of 
applications  to  turn  school  play¬ 
ing  fields  into  housing  estates, 
car  parks,  roads  and  shops,  have 
been  turned  down. 

And  things  are  getting  worse. 
Out  of  103  development  appli¬ 
cations  in  the  last  fifteen  months 
only  two  have  been  turned  down. 
Director  of  the  National  Playing 
Fields  Association,  Elsa  Davies, 
can  offer  few  crumbs  of  com¬ 
fort,  “The  outlook  for  school 


playing  fields  is  bleak  and  likely 
to  remain  so.  Politicians  have 
stood  by  and  allowed  the  sale  of 
our  recreational  family  silver.” 

The  problem  is  that  education 
is  not  being  properly  funded  so 
schools  have  to  sell-off  their  as¬ 
sets  to  keep  afloat.  They  need 
continuous  investment  to  hang

TV  REVIEW:  “I’M  NOT  RACIST,  RUT...” 


BRITAIN’S  multi-racial  soci¬ 
ety  is  only  a  success  in  the  eyes 
of  London’s  chattering 
classes  and  trendy  liberal  day- 
trippers  to  East  London’s 
Brick  Lane  Market.  To  those 
who  actually  live  and  work  in 
the  multi-racial  society  -  it’s 
an  unmitigated  disaster. 

That  was  the  verdict  of  Mat¬ 
thew  Taylor’s  honest  investiga¬ 
tion  (I’m  Not  Racist,  But...)  into 
how  the  ‘white  majority’  feel 
about  living  in  a  multicultural 
society. 

Such  a  programme,  aired  on 
Channel  4,  a  television  company 
who  have  done  everything  in 
their  power  to  promote  multi¬ 
cultural  Britain,  is  a  damning  in¬ 
dictment  indeed. 

The  programme  showed  that 
the  experiment  foisted  on  the 
British  people  by  immigration 
policies  of  the  last  fifty  years  has 
resulted  in  a  bitter  and  divided 
society. 

What  was  so  important  about 
Matthew  Taylor’s  report  was 
that  he  sought  out  people  who 
were,  in  the  beginning,  the  great¬ 
est  supporters  of  immigration 
into  Britain. 

It  is  their  change  of  percep¬ 
tion  of  the  situation  that  made 


for  such  riveting  viewing  and,  of 
course,  our  expectation  that  if 
they  have  changed  their  view¬ 
point,  what  must  be  the  feelings 
be  of  the  millions  of 
people  who  weren’t 
sold  on  the  multi-ra¬ 
cial  experiment  in  the 
first  place. 

Eastender,  Terry 
Penton,  joined  with 
Asians  to  demonstrate 
against  National  Front 
newspaper  sellers  in  the  late 
1970’s. 

He  fully  embraced  the  multi¬ 
racial  experiment  but  now, 
twenty  years  on,  he  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  are  moving  out  to  the  sub¬ 
urbs  because  of  the  ‘tension, 
segregation  and  violence’  caused 
by  different  communities  living 
together. 

“Now  I  want  to  live  amongst 
my  own  people”,  he  told  Mat¬ 
thew  Taylor. 

In  leafy  Sutton  Coldfield  in  the 
West  Midlands,  Michelle  Plant 
admitted  that  in  the  past  she  had 
worked  hard  to  create  racial  har¬ 
mony.  But  now  she  believed  that 
the  British  people  were  the  ones 
being  discriminated  against. 

She,  like  Terry  Penton,  admit¬ 
ted  to  having  more  in  common 


with  and  wanting  to  befriend  a 
white  person  rather  than  an 
Asian  with  a  different  history, 
culture,  language  and  sense  of 
priority.  In  Bradford  lo¬ 
cal  Labour  Party  activ¬ 
ist  John  Boulton  was 
thoroughly  disen¬ 
chanted  at  what  he  saw 
was  favouritism  for  the 
city’s  Asian  community 
over  their  white  coun¬ 
terparts.  He  cited  the 
two  housing  estates  of  the  white 
run-down  and  dilapidated 
Ravenscliff  and  the  plush  and 
newly-refurbished  Asian 
Manningham  to  illustrate  his  ar¬ 
gument. 

Preferential  treatment  was 
again  the  problem  in  Blackburn, 
where  local  white  butchers  were 
having  to  pay  double  the  rent  of 
a  Turkish  Halal  butcher.  But  the 
most  poignant  illustration  came 
from  Sandra  and  her  daughter 
Karina  in  Keighley. 

They  had  welcomed  the  multi¬ 
racial  experiment  with  open 
arms,  enjoying  Asian  food  and 
dressing  in  saris. 

But  now,  even  for  them,  things 
have  gone  too  far  with  more 
Asians  moving  into  the  town  and 
the  town  centre  become  a  dan- 
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gerous  place  due  to  marauding 
gangs. 

Parts  of  Keighley  have  become 
no-go  areas  and  the  town’s  La¬ 
bour  MP  Ann  Cryer  and  Mat¬ 
thew  Taylor  were  actually  stoned 
by  Asian  youths  during  filming. 
They  came  under  attack  when 
speaking  with  a  group  of  white 
pensioners  who  were  complain¬ 
ing  that  they  were  being  harassed 
and  intimidated  away  from  their 
bowling  green. 

The  specific  feelings  ex¬ 
pressed  during  the  programme 
were  backed  up  by  an  ICM  poll 
conducted  between  27th  and 
29th  of  July  which  found  that 
88%  of  white  Britons  wanted  to 
live  amongst  their  own  kind 
while  over  90%  said  they  were 
worried  about  expressing  such 
a  view.  In  fact,  that  fear  of  say¬ 
ing  anything  in  opposition  to  im¬ 
migration  and  the  immigrant 
community,  was  a  theme  run¬ 
ning  through  the  whole  pro¬ 
gramme.  It  is  hoped  that  the  BNP 
votes  gained  in  towns  like 
Oldham  and  Burnley  at  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Election  is  testimony  that 
some  people,  at  least,  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  overcome  that  fear  and 
show  their  opposition  to  Britain’s 
multi-racial  experiment.

The  disadvantage  to  the  new  for¬ 
mat  is  that  readers  wanting  to  con¬ 
tact  their  local  group  cannot  do  so 
directly  But  this  is  outweighed  by 
four  major  advantages.  As  existing 
group  contact  details  change  they, 
along  with  new  groups,  will  cease 
to  be  plagued  by  time-wasting 
crank  mail. 

PO  Box  contact  addresses  have 
often  been  an  end  in  themselves  - 
seen  as  a  virility  symbol  but,  from 
now  on,  they  will  be  acquired  only 
if  they  are  needed  i.e.  if  the  group 
is  distributing  localised  literature 
needing  a  local  address.

The  growing  strength  of  local 
opposition  to  the  plan  led  to  the 
council  making  the  surprise  de¬ 
cision  to  reject  the  planning  ap¬ 
plication. 


Cosmopolitan  Life  initially 
announced  that  it  intended  to 
appeal  but,  with  news  that  the 
BNP  was  playing  a  major  role 
in  organising  resistance  to  their 
scheme  being  widely  publi¬ 
cised,  changed  their  minds  and 
dropped  their  application.  This 
latest  victory  hasn’t  only  led  to 
a  big  increase  in  support  for  the 
BNP  in  the  area.

All  eligible  family  members  will  re¬ 
ceive  individual  membership  cards,  but 
only  one  British  Nationalist  bulletin  will 
be  sent  per  family.

Bury  supporter  Phil  Ritchie  echoes 
Andrew  Watson’s  views,  “Asians  are  not 
into  football,  they  like  cricket.” 

That  supposition  seems  to  be  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  one  ethnic  mi¬ 
nority  at  least  were  out  in  force  in 
May  and  June  with  over  50,000  fer¬ 
vent  flag-waving  fans  at  Old  Trafford, 
Headingly  and  Trent  Bridge  raising 
the  roof  for  England’s  first  test  se¬ 
ries  of  the  summer ....  unfortunately 
though  there  was  more  chagrin  for 
The  Independent  -  they  were  sup¬ 
porting  Pakistan ! 
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
